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GREECE IS SHYING 
AT ALLIED DEMANDS 


London Fears Attempt to 
Evade Full Compliance. 
Reported Rumania Has De- 
cided to Remain Neutral. 


London, November 30.— The ulti- 
mate stand of Greece and Rumania 
toward the entente powers is a .ques- 
tion that again looms: large. Greece, 
so far as can be ascertained, has not 
complied with the demands of the en- 
tente powers’ last note, which, it is 
understood, embraced the concrete 
proposition that their forces should be 
absolutely untrammeled in Greek ter- 
ritory. In London the fear seems to 
prevail that Greece will not acquiesce 
fully in these demands. 

Rumania, according to unofficial 
reports, has declined to accede to a 
Proposal from Russia that Russian 
warships be permitted to use the Dan- 
ube to move against Bulgaria and has 
demanded” that Russia respect her 
neutrality. 

In connection with recent reporfs 
that large masses of Russians had 
gathered in Bessarabia for the Bube 
garian campaign, the semi-offici4l\

Russians has been greatly exaggerat- 
ed, and that in addition they / ‘nearly 
all are recruits. 
RUMANIA DESIRES 
TO REMAIN NEUTRAL.

No Peace for the Allies 
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Till the Germans Throw 
Kaiser Out of the Saddle 


London, December 1.—Viscount Hal- 
dane, former lord high chancellor, at a 
meeting in King’s hall last night te 
clared that peace was more to be de- 
sired than any other thing at the pres- 
ent moment. Nevertheless, the speaker 
predicted that no peace negotiations 
would be considered by the allies until 
Emperor William and the German war 
party had been thrown out of the sad- 
die by the German democracy. 

“The allies of a ‘century ago,”

Understand that the state governments them- 
selves would have nething whatsoever to do 
with these organizations. These regular army 
organizations will be recruited to war 
strength, the men to serve two years with the 
colors and to be then placed in the state 
organized reserves for four years, during 
which time y would receive a small month- 
ly allowance from the federal governmen 
and be ‘required once each year to report for 


field training. These discharged men would 


constitute my national reserve army: 
Georgia as an Example. 

I presume you are now asking, But how 
do you propose to get the recruits for this 
army?” I will answer this question and prob- 
ably others by illustrating the general ap- 
plication of the plan in the state of Geor- 
gia. From the recruiting data of thé state of 
Georgia, based on both prosperous and hard 
times, we would at least have assigned to 
this state our permanent coast artillery gar- 
risons and one regiment of infantry, this 
regiment, consisting of 1,800 men, divided into 
twelve companies of 150 men each. These 
men would enlist for six years, but only 
serve with the colors for two years and then 
four year& in the Georgia reserves. This 
regiment would forever be called, say, the 
Twentieth Georgia infantry. It would for- 
ever, when not on foreign service for two 
years or on the border, be stationed at Fort 
MePherson, Ga. Let it have a distinctive, 
natty, inexpensive, full dress uniform. Let 
the officers understand that they are per- 
manently assigned to this regiment. All the 
recruits would be Georgians, and all re- 
eruiting officers would be extra infantry or 
coast artillery officers of Twentieth Geor- 
gia infantry and the Georgia Coast Artillery 
companies. Now what would be the results? 
Soon all “Georgia would take an interest in 
her regiment of infantry and coast artil- 
lery companies and a competitive spirit 
would spring up between all the states. This 
would cause a Georgia esprit de corps in this 
Twentieth Georgia infantry regiment and 
interest of 
the state of Georgia increased. Ths dis- 
advantages of separation from loved ones 
and family that attend an enlistment in the 


present regular army would not exist, and 


a father would mot object to his son enlist- 
ing and receiving the benefits of two years’ 
military training when he knows his son 
would, in all probability, reside the two years 
in the state of Georgia at Fort McPherson 
and upon the termination of his service would 
yeturn to him at once. These sons would be 
given a two weeks’ or a month’s furlough 
each year and could then visit their homes 
and assist with the crops, ete. The very 
presence of these men on furlough in their 
home towns, in their natty full dress uni- 
forms, sober, straight and erect would offer 
positive evidence of the benefits to be derived 
from military training; would stimulate en- 
listing, and would quicken the pride of all 
Georgians. And what is true in Georgia 
is true in all other states. 

I would add to the now Wnown benefits 
derived from military training, that of teach- 


ing each man a profession during his two 


years at Fort McPherson. I would conduct 
a school corresponding to any public school 
in the state, Also a school for Carpenters, 
bricklayers, mechanics, blacksmiths, sur- 
veyors, typewriting, etc. Every man would 
be required to attend one of these schools. 
The higher officers of the regiment and re- 
cruiting officers would be asked to co: 
operate with the chambers of commerce and 
the spirit of Georgia. would then pervade 
the entire regiment. I would send a crack 
company to all the large state affairs. I 
would, as far as practicable, even assign 
men from the same sections of Georgia to 


the same companies, so that a young man 


joining the regiment would be living in the 
same room and messing at the same table 
with his friends, and mothers would know 
their sons to be among friends of the family 
and cared for by them in case of sickness. 
If this system presses the desired enlisting 
spring of the nation Georgia would be able 
to supply, according to recent enlisting mate, 
at least her coast artillery companies and 
two regiments of infantry each 1,800 strong.

Once this system is started, the number of 
men to be accepted as officers from the mili- 
tary institutions of the ‘state would vary 
according to the vacancies. At the end of 
the first year of the system we would re- 
quire sufficient officers to command 900 
men, the second year 1,800 men, the third 
year 2,700 men, the fourth year 3,600 men. 
So by using one to five honor. graduates of 
each military school each year and the 
hational guard officers we could have 4 


at the end of four years to officer the reserve 
‘organizations. These officers would know 
‘their men, and esprit de corps in each reserve 
regiment would soon be noticed. An honor 
graduate assigned to Company A, Twentieth 
Georgia infantry, as an additional second 
plieutenant, upon the completion of his year 
of training should be assigned to Company A 
of one of the reserve regiments. Likewise, 
all enlisted men of Company A, Twentieth 
Georgia regulare, upon being transferred to 
the reserves should be assigned to Company 
A of one of the reserve regiments. This

Facility in Mobilisation, 


When the president desired to mobilize 
the nation’s military. forces one telegram 
only to each state would be necessary. The 
reserves of each state could be mobilized, 
clothed and armed certainly within a week, 


and edcuated army of over 300,000 men at 
any strategical point on either coast within 
three weeks from the date of ordering the 
mobilization. This is brought about because 
the plan works automatically to this end 
when we study it. Take New York state 
for instance: It is at. present our greatest 
recruiting center, hence it would have the 
largest number of regular army and re- 
serve organizations. The states adjacent 
to New York are naturally densely populated 
and, therefore, would have a fairly large 
number of regular army and reserve organi- 
zations, all of which makes possible the con- 
centration at New York of a large number 
of troops at a moment’s notice, and also at 
a very small cost. Also we 
system eliminates the present deleterious 
condition of having the young boys from 
the farms in the south and west serving 
with and being influenced by some of the 
undesirable element enlisting in some of our 
large cities. It also works our small army 
Plant. at its maximum ca ty. : 

How would the system work when applied 
to our foreign service conditions? Foreign 
‘service is very popular with our soldiers. 
As soon as it is definitely known that a 
certain regiment is scheduléd for a tour 
ahroad the regiment is at once filled with 
recruits. - Hence, when our First Georgla 
regiment is scheduled for two years abroad, 
and at the end of which time is to be re- 
turned to us at Atlanta with our sons, we 
would be only too giad,to permit our sons 
to take advantage of the splendid oppor- 
tunity of seeing the world. Especially 
would this be so when We realized.the regi- 
ment was to be officered by sober, 
and efficient officers. The system elimi- 
nates two very grave existing ‘conditions. 
takes the question of where troops’ are to be 
stationed and the elimination of many of our 
undesirable posts out of politics. Each state 
would have only one post for its mobile 
army troops: and by mobile army troops I 
mean all troops except those in the coast 
artillery. 

This system would greatly benefit the 
national Suard. The discharged reserves 
would be encouraged at all times in asso- 
ciating themselves with the national guard. 
Soon the Rational guard organizations would 
consist mostly of men who would have com- 
pleted their six years’ regular service. These 
men would join the national guard in order 
to attend the encampments and see their 
friends again, if for no other reason. Under- 
stand that I would at the comniencing of this 
system only reduce the national guard or- 
ganization at places where it has been 
clearly demonstrated that the guard organi- 
zations are below the required strength per 
company, or where they are very inefficient. 
In these gases I would simply request fewer 
organizations, say the transferring of all the 
men of a weak regiment into four strong 
companies or a battalion. However, I would 
take care of the officers eliminated as men- 
tioned above. l 

Why Pian Is Heonomical. 


From an economical standpoint the sys- 
tem is well within reason. The real economy 
can only be realized when you figure the 
additional security attained by having the 
army plant running at full capacity, and a 
reserve army of 300,000 trained and officered 
soldiers (not civilians), and compare this 
class of security and what you pay for it 
with that attained by having your plant run- 
ning at ‘o-fifths of its capacity, a reserve 
of 400,000 citizens, and what it costs you.

To properly understand tne present issue 
it is necessary to go back to the early days 
when railroads were promoted and built by 
cities seeking to extend their trade. This 
led in time to a system of rates to the more 
important trading centers, or at wers 
commonly referred to as “jobbing points.“ 
lower than to the smaller points in surround- 
ing territory intermediate to the jobbin€ 
points. The interstate commerce confmis- 
Sion has decided that the conditions sur- 
rounding Atlanta and similar jobbing points 
do not justify lower rates to these points 
than to the intermediate points and ordered 
the carriers to remove the discrimination 
which the carriers were seeking to do in the 
rates they have issued to become effective 
January 1, 1916. 

While the grawth and prosperity of the 
cities in the southeast has seemed to us to 
have proven the wisdom of the jobbing point 
System of rates, at the same time there has 
Sradually arisen two. increasingly embar- 
rassing complications. 

First. The various jobbing points sought 
to invade the territory of their neighbors, 
and not content with their own advantages 
in certain respects, sought ‘to gain for 
themselves the advantages possessed by 
a contemporary cities in «ther particu- 
ars. . 

Unfortunately for the railroads, they have 
had to bear the brunt of the attacks for the 
invasion by one city of the territories of 
other cities, and. to carry their point the 
attackers have unsparingly inflamed popular 
prejudice, extending in its influence even to 
trials before juries; and have never hesitated 
to raise the cry of “discrimination” even 
though they themselves were already the 
beneficiaries of the principle attacked. 

Second. In subsequent years numerous 
smaller communities have grown up and de- 
manded for themselves jobbing point advan- 
tages, and, with less inconsistency, have 
rallied their influences to the same cry of 
“discrimination.’’.

ATLANTA'S STRIDES

November building operations for 
Atlanta closed Tuesday afternoon with 
a gain of 22.6 per cent over the corre- 
sponding month of 1914. 

The gain amounted to $52,540 and 
the total for the month was $284,644, 
as compared with $232,104 for Novem- 
ber, 1914. 

For the eleven months of 1915 yg 
333,147, which is only $98,487 behind 
the amount of permits issued during 
the first eleven months of last year. 
This is a remarkable decrease in the 
large deficit of over three-quarters of 
a million dollars that existed a few 
months ago. ‘ 

Last December’s permits amounted 
to only $132,724. In order for permits 
for 1915 to equal those of 1914 enough 
permits must be issued in December 
to take care of the small deficit for 
the past eleven months and to equal 
last December’s permits, making the 
total of building necessary. for Decem- 
ber $231.000 in round numbers. 

Last year there .were no prospects 
for any building in December and per- 
mits to the amount of $132,000 were 
issued. This month there is already 
in sight at least 370,000 of permits. It
